IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 1, line 15, with the following rewritten 
paragraph: 

Inkjet printers frequently make use of an inkjet printhead mounted within a carnage 
that is moved back and forth across print media, such as paper. As the printhead is moved 
across the print media, a control system activates the printhead to deposit or eject ink droplets 
onto the print media to form images and text. Ink is provided to the printhead by a supply of 
ink that is either carried by the carriage or mounted to the printing system and does not move 
with the carriage. For the case where the ink supply is not carried with the carriage, the ink 
supply can be in fluid communication with the printhead to replenish the printhead or the 
printhead can be intermittently connected with the ink supply by positioning the printhead 
proximate to the filling station whereupon the printhead is replenished with ink from the 
refilling station.
